think that the idea is so dangerous, so 
radical, that a Ma ssachusetts Supreme 
Court ruling that women were, in fact, 
equal men needs legislative review? 

It's a safe bet that we all know the 
answers to those questions. 

So why are Romney, Reilly, and O’Mal- 
ley calling for public vote the state 
Supreme Court’s ruling that couples 
the same gender have the same right 
marry as those of different genders? 

In O’Malley’s case, the answer is clear. 
The Catholic Church opposes same-sex 
marriage and there is little O’Malley, asa 
prince the Church, abol- 
ish it. the threat hell scare gay- 
Marriage advocates into submission, 
hopes that respect for constitutional prac- 
tice and legislative procedure will the 
trick. He’s invoking Caesar to render unto 
God, or at least his God. When God is on 
your side, civil rights are beside the point. 

Reilly appears to have scored political 
points the recent debate among Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial hopefuls. was, for 
once, articulate — at least in the eyes of 
some pundits. These days Reilly says he is 
foursquare favor gay marriage. But 
he believes there should be a legislative 
vote on the issue; and if he were in the 
legislature, he would vote against bring- 
ing the issue before voters. Those are 
weasel words. They appear reasonable, 
but their import that willing 
put same-sex marriage in mortal danger. 
may favor it, but he’s willing 
entertain the possibility that could 
be abolished. With friends like Reilly, 
who needs enemies? 

Onetime insurgent Deval Patrick, now 
the Democratic front-runner, said he 
wished the vote would not held (isn’t 
that nice!) and that he’s in favor of gay 
marriage. But believes the legislature 
should call its own shots. A waffle is a 
waffle any other name 

Wild-card candidate Chris Gabrieli was 
equally disgraceful. Another “supporter” 
equal marriage rights, dodged the 
issue. When offered opportunity 
define how differs from Patrick and 
Reilly, Gabrieli, to his shame, flubbed it.

There was time and place for public 
debate and legislative consideration 
gay marriage. It was yesterday. 

For years, the legislative leadership 
killed prospects for any serious considera- 
tion the issue. When civil-rights ac- 
tivists tried gain legislative momen- 
tum for gay civil-unions rather than for 
full marriage rights the belief that 
half loaf was better than none they 
were rebuffed. 

But all that changed when the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court, which more than 
200 years ago was the first the nation 
to outlaw slavery (without any subsequent 
public vote), ruled that gay couples were 
equal straight couples and that, 
they had the same rights. 

why this talk the people 
needing voice, the legislature needing 
to act, is vile hypocrisy. 

Gay men and lesbians who wanted 
enjoy the same legal benefits of marriage 
their heterosexual brothers and sisters 
turned the courts frustration. And 
there ample and painful precedent for 
their action: it took scores of federal- 
court decisions in the mid 1950s and ’6os 
bring the promise the 13th Amend- 
ment, which abolished slavery in 1865, 
fruition. 

Where would the civil-rights movement 


have been Tom Reilly had been 

the fight? It’s safe bet that the schools 
of Little Rock, Arkansas, still would 

segregated. 

When legislative redress denied, the 
courts ensure our civil liberties, our basic 
rights. And that what gay marriage is: 
a basic, fundamental human right. 

thanks most political leaders, 
equal marriage rights have finally become 
law in the Commonwealth, due to the 
agency last resort the judiciary. Leg- 
islative adoption marriage rights would 
have undoubtedly been preferable. But 
that wishful thinking and now be- 
side the point. 

Reilly and O’ Malley are latter-day Jim 
Crows: Reilly because his political 
desire have both ways, and O’Malley 
because promoting redneck theology 
as a public practice. Romney, of course, is 
busy actively courting Jim Crows through- 
out the land. 

It’s time for Patrick and Gabrieli 
unequivocally say that the issue civil 
rights — marriage rights — for gay and 
lesbian couples was settled the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court. That any effort 
to interfere with those rights is as repug- 
nant undesirable. And with that, 
they should urge the legislature not 
vote the issue again.

When one Democratic senator had the floor 
during one of these ridiculous sessions, anoth- 
er would rise to ask if his or her distinguished 
colleague would yield for a question.

Republican jack E. Robinson, 
who flopped running against 
Ted Kennedy in 2000, is 
mounting a challenge for the 
GOP.

Long-shot candidates who lack buzz tend to 
blame the media, and Dunkelbarger is no 
exception. It’s sweltering June afternoon, 
and I’ve just met the candidate at the 
Readville commuter-rail stop Hyde Park 
to watch him on the stump. When I note, 
the outset, that people don’t seem 
talking about his race, Dunkelbarger bris- 
tles. “We gathered five thousand signa- 
tures,” he answers. “We've been all over the 
place.

However, he also says — and here, too, 
Dunkelbarger hews the standard long- 
shot script that things are looking up. The 
press starting notice, Dunkelbarger 
insists; what’s more, his aggressive retail 
politicking having impact. been 
doing trains since the beginning Febru- 
ary, and I’ve seen the same person three 
different locations,” recounts.

“This district is craft- 
for guy like Lynch,” says one Democratic 
observer, noting the abundance working- 
class Irish neighborhoods like Southie, 
Dorchester, and West Roxbury, not to men- 
tion a bevy of socially conservative suburbs 
to the south of the city. “Many of these are 
towns that voted for Bush, the father, over 
Dukakis [in the 1988 presidential election]. 
These are not left-of-center people.” 

Fair enough. Factor the native-son 
element — Lynch grew up in Southie and 
the area state senator; 
Dunkelbarger hails from New York, and 
lived on the North Shore before moving into 
the Ninth District — and it’s clear the stars 
aligned the challenger’s favor. 

That said, Dunkelbarger has also been 
hurt his own shortsightedness. Lamont 
made buzz Connecticut largely mobi- 
lizing local and national political blogs his 
behalf, and reaching out progressive 
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Democratic organizations like Democracy for 
America (DFA). In contrast, Dunkelbarger 
hasn’t even contacted the Boston chapter of 
DFA to solicit its endorsement — and his can- 
didacy has essentially gone unmentioned 
the increasingly robust liberal blogosphere 
here Massachusetts. It’s strange blind 
spot for candidate who comports himself 
with aggressive confidence. When mention 
it to Dunkelbarger, he sounds almost apolo- 
“It’s definitely something aware 
of,” he says.

Over the next month, Dunkelbarger 
promises, his campaign will take a great leap 
forward, technologically speaking. then, 
of course, it may be too late. All the ingredi- 
ents for a substantive internecine fight are 
present — but right now, the great Dunkel- 
barger-Lynch battle of ’06 may never occur. 

Then again, it might. Democrats, espe- 
cially liberal Democrats, are in high dudg- 
eon this election year. If Dunkelbarger 
could create, say, canny campaign video 
two, the progressive infrastructure that’s 
grown up around the Internet could turn 
him into left-liberal celebrity overnight. 
This, in turn, could force Lynch to play de- 
fense on Iraq — and that would be no easy 
task. At the very least, Dunkelbarger still 
has the chance to force Lynch into a debate 
about what it means to be a Democrat today. 
And win or lose, this would be a good thing 
for Massachusetts. ©

not exactly sure why, but the Metropolitan Storage 
Warehouse, standing immense, impassive, and impreg- 
nable alongside Mass Ave Cambridgeport, fa- 
vorite building town.

been re-fashioned into home for Samuel Adams beer, 
and the old American Brewing Company (ABC) being 
renovated into high-price condos, the John R. Alley Brew- 
ery, a little bit further down Heath Street from ABC, 
stands vacant, moldering, and graffiti-covered. Once up- 
on a time, between 1886 to 1918, hard-working German 
and Irish immigrants had this building humming and 
steaming as they churned out barrels of Eblana Irish Ale, 
brewed with artesian-well-drawn water from beneath 
Mission Hill. The air then was thick with the pungent 
smell of hops and sopping-wet malt. Now the massive 
building is quiet, its granite masonry and patterned brick 
worn and weathered. The colonnaded balcony — was it 
used the head brewer for grand public decrees, public 
offerings free beer for all? empty. And the beer has 
long since stopped flowing. Too sad. 


WONKA THE CHARLES 

For 75 years, the stretch of Mass Ave wending its way 
toward MIT smelled sweetly of chocolate and candy 
wafers. There stood the beige-brick headquarters of 
the New England Confection Company (NECCO), mak 
ers of Clark Bars, Squirrel Nut Caramels, and those 
chalky, multi-colored Necco wafers, the company’s 
acronym printed vertically down the side. 

But in 2002, Necco moved to Revere and leased the 
sprawling chocolate factory, with its cheery green-paned 
windows and jaunty water tower painted like roll 
Necco wafers, to Swiss biotech giant Novartis, who in- 
vested $750 million in extensive renovations. Now, the 
water tower painted with multicolored double helix. 

Inside, the sweets factory has been replaced by a 
gleaming 2ist-century laboratory, all curves and sterile 
space-age elegance. Where generations factory workers 
once out sugary treats with production-line 
efficiency, white-jacketed researchers now study gly- 
comics — how sugars are processed in the body. They also 
study oncol id functional genomics, all with an eye 
toward producing pills with the same chalky consistency 
those brittle candy disks. 


SOUTHIE UNITED 

This one is a cliché. A cliché, that is, if you live on Falls 
Road, the Bogside, Derry. But this 
Boston, in Massachusetts. How many American cities can 
you think with such explicit pan-national political sen- 
timent splashed across their walls? 

South Boston, course, undergoing massive 
changes more and more urban professionals move in. 
But this clannish Irish enclave which still has one 
the highest concentrations white poverty the United 
States, and whose infamous gangsters sent money and 
arms the Irish Republican Army mural painted 
during the bloody apex the Troubles the 1980s 
powerful statement of abiding connection to old ways. 
But as Southie gets richer and less Irish, some of that fer- 
vor may be fading as ineluctably as the paint on the mu- 
tal. wager when gets whitewashed torn down 
make room for high-priced condos: eight years. 


JOKE’S YOU 

In a ramshackle industrial park, tucked away ona 
desolate stretch of Dorchester Avenue, there’s an odd 
collection signage.

More people were murdered in Boston 
over the past two months than in any May- 
to-June stretch since 1990, a year that saw 

the highest number of homicides in the 
city’s history. All told, more than 200 peo- 
ple have been shot Boston this year 
almost 20 percent more than in all of 2003 
(the last year of quiet before the current 
upsurge began). 

And summer is just beginning; the rain 
finally clearing and school has just let 
It’s wonder, then, that residents 
are sending their kids to live with relatives 
for the warm season. Summer 2006 looks 
to be bloody. 

Phoenix examination the 150-plus 
shootings and stabbings since May 1 shows 
just how widespread and fluid the violence 
has become within affected communities. 
The Codman Square area, which was quiet 
over the winter, has recently exploded 
with gunfire, as have other hot spots, i 
cluding Fayston Street, in Roxbury; hor in- 
n of Bowdots street and Geneva 
in Dorche and Blue Hill Av- 
enue Morton Walk Hill 
Streets, in Mattapan.

than relativ mall increase aggra- 
vated assaults over the past three years, 
all major crime categories have either re 
mained stable or declined, while the 
number gunfire victims has tripled. 

This fact — that crime and violence are 
not rising, but shootings are — deserves 
much more recognition than has received. 
It tells us that the dramatic change in the 
past three years is not that more young men 
are turning to violence and crime. It is that 
they are more often armed and ready fire. 

The problem here guns. 

Anew study from the Terry Sanford Insti- 
tute of Public Policy at Duke University, pub- 
lished in the summer issue of the Journal of 
Policy Analysis and Management, finds a national 
truism indicative of Boston’s current situa- 
tion. “Gun prevalence has a more-or-less 
neutral effect on other crimes, including as- 
sault and robbery,” the authors write in the 
paper, “Aiming for Evidence-Based Gun Poli- 
cy.” “Guns do not affect the overall volume of 
violence, but do affect its intensity.” 

Indeed. Three the city’s police dis- 
tricts, covering much of Roxbury, Dorchester 
and Mattapan, account for half of this year’s 
aggravated assaults and recent stabbings, 
but three-quarters of the city’s shootings 
and homicides. Even without considerir 
the scores of serious, often debilitating, 
injuries, and the extraordinary fear that 
gunfire spreads among innocent residents 
especially when police leave more than 
percent those shooters the streets 
— it’s apparent the area is wracked by vio- 
lence. “There counterpart with other 
weapons to driveby shootings and stray

bullets,” the authors of the Duke study 
the problem clear: those three 
districts are overflowing with guns. 

Case in point, other seerningly violent 
neighborhoods have been spared death and 
trauma because even the most violent 
criminals in those areas don’t carry hand- 
guns. East Boston has violence problem, 
with dozen stabbings the past two 
months, for instance. And South Boston, 
Charlestown, and downtown Boston — 
especially Chinatown — are experiencing a 
frightening rise drug-related violence, 
says City Councilor Michael Ross, who 
chaired Special Committee Youth Vio- 
lent Crime Prevention that issued its report 
earlier this month. Yet those neighbor- 
hoods aren’t seeing surging homicide 
rates. In fact, just five percent of assaults 
such places involve 

Yet in the three gun-violence hot spots, 
Roxbury, Dorchester, and Mattapan, 
assaults are four times more likely 
involve guns that’s percent all 
2005 assaults, up from 15 percent in 2004 
leaving people dead the streets, and 
others huddling fearfully inside. 

“It’s almost like a tale of two cities,” 
Says Ross. 

Unfortunately, it’s one thing to recognize 
— as Mayor Thomas Menino and others 
that Boston’s problem lies with the 
prevalence guns its streets. It’s an- 
other thing fix that problem. This much 
is clear, however: efforts now under way 
won't do it. 


SUPPLY APLENTY 
Criminal-justice researchers talk about 
supply-and-demand solutions for reducing 
gun prevalence in violent areas. But at least 
for now, cities like Boston will have to focus 
on the demand side, because the availabili- 
ty of cheap, black-market guns is not going 
away any time soon. Efforts to block that 
market are being effectively squashed: 
there concerted national political effort, 
driven by the gun industry and the National 
Rifle Association (NRA), to ensure the sur- 
vival of the black market for handguns. 

That claim has nothing to do with left- 
ist, gun-hating paranoia or with legitimate 
gun ownership. The gun industry needs to 
sell roughly two million handguns in the 
US every year, and it simply could not do 
that if the black market were to wither. Le- 
gitimate handgun owners rarely need 
buy new guns; the industry’s profits require 
more repeat-business customers. 

Street criminals fit that bill: they tend 
use cheaper guns that malfunction fall 
apart; their guns get confiscated by police; 
and they occasionally ditch guns that could 
link them specific shootings. Plus, crim- 
inals periodically upgrade from embarrass- 
ingly uncool models to ones that better 
reflect their desired stature and power.

2000. But there’s nothing calculated about 
this year’s follow-up. In fact, he concurs 
that the Grammy was probably more a life- 
time achievement award for his years as 
one of the helrmsmen of the Blasters, LA’s 
leading punk-era roots-rock revivalists, and 
is tenure in X. (The band recorded his 
“Fourth of July.”) “Guys like me and Bill 
Morrissey — we live way out on the out- 
skirts of Music Town, and when you win a 
Crammy, it’s a way of saying nice work and

He invokes the name of New England’s 
folk-music laureate because his previous stop 
hereabouts was last winter, when spent 
three days Cambridge’s Hi-N-Dry studio 
playing guitar Morrissey’s next album.

If it had, it would have 
sounded much different: the music

The palette is as diverse as can 
be, but it all holds together, and 
more than together, thanks to Fari 
na’s overlay and quick-cut mixes, 
made on the texture as well as the 
beat, so that one song seems to be- 
come the next and not just lead into 
it. Nowhere in either of these sets 
does Farina become bored with 
sound, or repeat an obvious hook, or 
let the rhythm drop away in the an 
noying manner common to current 
trance sessions.

THE 11TH 
BOSTON FRENCH 
FILM FESTIVAL 


Moviegoers seeking release from the increas- 
ingly unavoidable escapism superhero 
movies will find much enjoy the 
Boston French Film Festival, which runs at 
the Museum of Fine Arts through July 23. At 
least half the films being presented this year 
are excellent, thought-provoking, satisfying 
works non-computer-generated cinema. 
And the rest aren’t too shabby either. 

If today’s French cinema can’t, or won't, 
compete with Hollywood the intensity 
its special effects, it more than compensates 
with the intensity its emotions and ideas.

That poses problem for Richard Link- 
later in this faithful adaptation: how to 
make such exercise dysphoria pleas- 
urable. Perhaps through rotoscoping, 
darkly. Computer animation of live-action 
footage delightfully discombobulated 
Linklater’s Waking Life. Lately it’s been 
seen those creepy Charles Schwaab 
commercials. Here its fluid, whimsical 
vertigo doesn’t mitigate the grimness, 
but helped out terrific cast does en- 
liven the whimsy, pathos, mind-boggling 
paradoxes, and melancholy ironies of 
Dick his finest. 

Not that Scanner proscribes all hallu 
cinogenic moments, only that those al- 
lowed are mostly of the icky DT and 
brown-acid variety. The film opens with 
illusory aphids swarming from the head 
of Freck (Rory Cochrane). Barris, a glori- 
ously convoluted paranoid wheedler 
played with motor-mouthed brio 
Robert Downey Jr., reassures him that 
these are just preliminary symptoms in 
inescapable pathological course. 
The way this scene unfolds, the film itself 
unreel from Freck’s skull. that 
may, Freck remains marginal char- 
acter, though his warped perceptions 
prove most amusing.

WHY DICK LIKES DICK 


One of Philip K. Dick's conceits — it’s 

referred to in Richard Linklater’s Waking 
Life — has it that time is illusory and we are all 
poised in one instant, which he suggested was 
some time in AD 50. To judge from A Scanner 
Darkly and Linklater's film adaptation, that instant 
seems more like some time in the '70s. The book, 
written in 1977 and set in the near future, 
describes a world that sounds like 1977. The movie, 
made last year and set “seven years in the future,” 
looks and feels like 1977. Is it always 1977? 

“Maybe if you're Philip K. Dick or myself,” says 
Linklater on the phone from LA, where he's pro- 
moting the movie. “But that look of broken-down 
cars | don't think anything changes too much 
in a certain stratum of dropouts. It always looks 
like a perpetual hangover from the '60s.” 

The time might be the '70s, but the place is 
mostly Austin, Texas, though the film is set in 
Orange County, California. “We did some shoot- 
ing in Anaheim, like the highways, but it was 
mainly second-unit stuff. But most of it was shot 
Austin home town]. tried 
make Austin look like Anaheim, which was fairly 
easy. | had a lot of palm trees, and we took brick 


walls and made them stucco.” 

| recall an interview | had with Linklater back 
in 2001 for Waking Life in which he explained 
how the street corner at which a character is 
dropped off in that film is the same Austin street 
corner at which a character is dropped off in his 
first film, Slacker (1991). Does the same corner 
pop up in Scanner? Aren't Slacker, Waking Life, 
and A Scanner Darkly all the same move? 

“Really?” he says, skeptical. | persevere. Cer- 
tainly the three films have elements in common, 
a community of outsiders, rampant paranoia . 

“| guess that's right,” Linklater relents. 
nal aspects, | guess. What attracted me to it was 
that | felt like | knew these people. | was like, ‘! 
think | have roommates like this, you know.” 

He proves more forthcoming when discussing 
the real life rather than its metaphysical 
ramifications. | mention that the “terror cell” re- 
cently trapped in Florida by an undercover FBI 
agent sounded like Scanner's band of misfits. 

“Could have been our guys. A big bust. A 
bunch losers hanging out their house.” 

Should look Scanner political movie? 


“The book felt very contemporary to me four 
or five years ago, when | was first getting going 
on it. But it’s even more relevant today. That's a 
tribute Philip Dick. was coming out 
the Nixonian paranoid Vietnam era with a really 
secretive government that was aggressive in its 
tactics against citizens that it perceived as ene- 
mies. And | think he saw how technology would 
be used to further that. He kind of imagined 
this drug war in the Orwellian sense, this perpet- 
ual drug war. And then it’s easy to glom on the 
War on Terror. 

“You know, we're great at declaring war on 
things that you really can’t technically win. You 
can't ever win the drug war. You can’t ever win 
the war on terror. These are realities that you 
just have to deal with the best you can. But once 
it’s a war, it's seen in such black and white 
terms. Everyone should be fearful and give up 
their liberties.” 

Speaking scanners: does Linklater think 
the NSA is picking up all this? 

“It sounds ‘ike we're ail tapped. |'m sure I’m on 
the list. | mac: some anti-Bush commercials for 
the last election. Yeah, | got audited and little things 
like that. They've proven they can torture, they 
can murder, they can detain without charges, all 
that. But the next step is to just see if people can 
start disappearing.

Looking for fidelity the cyber-punk master

hilip K. Dick saw into the fu- 
ture, man, the FUTURE. Check 
out: the “scramble suit” worn 
the narc Bob Arctor Dick’s 
1977 novel A Scanner Darkly — the 
“shroud-like membrane” across which 
ceaseless images human diversity are 
projected, “every conceivable eye color, 
hair color, shape and type nose, for- 
mation teeth, configuration facial 
bone structure” — anticipated exactly 
and by a full eight years, the shifting 
personae Godley Creme’s celebrated 
1985 music video “Cry.” Remember that 
one? “You don’t know how to ease my 
pain, you don't know,” while the smooth, 
chinless face young black girl, 
mouthing these lyrics, morphs and 
swells into the porno-bearded counte- 
nance of Kevin Godley, and then into 
someone else? Dick saw it coming. 

Being harbinger music video was 
not the full extent his predictive in- 
sight, of course. Dick is one of those, like 
Kafka and the writers of Seinfeld, who 
have copyrighted certain aspects reali- 
ty; certain moments of the day, they 
own. Time slips, memory holes, loops 
the brain, intimations of parallel dimen- 
sions these belong Dick reliably 
getting fired belongs George Costan- 
za. The near future, very near, breeding 
the cells the present, was Dick’s 
thing. True, trafficked broadly dis- 
tant centuries, robots, galactic war, and 
so on, but these were just the tools of his 
trade, the long apprenticeship pulp 
sci-fi from which never, economically 
speaking, emerged. (He was broke the 
end his days.) His real taste was 
sort monstrous ontological foreplay, 
tickling the roots being that had 
nothing with spaceships and every- 
thing with his own rather freaked- 
out apprehensions. The Philip Dick 
feeling version the aura experi- 
enced epileptics just before they in- 
to seizure — a hum, a warning, like Neil 
Young’s guitar playing “Cortez the 
Killer”: “He came dancing across the 
water...” 

Hollywood, beast that it is, scented 
the interestingness Dick without par- 
ticularly caring understand it. the 
eight Hollywood movies that have been 
made from his work, four are drawn 
from short stories he wrote between 1953 
and 1956 — his most underpaid and 
squanderously prolific period, when 
was tossing off half-baked sci-fi ideas 
with the ferocity true hack. And 
half-baked ideas the drooling visionar- 
ies who see crimes before they are commit- 
ted (The Minority Report), the businessman

cepts. Baldly written, in the accelerated, 
fleshless prose the deadline artist, 
these stories read today more like treat- 
ments, teasers for phantom producer. 
From The Minority Report: “Anderton 
winced, but outwardly remained im- 
passive. cost him effort, though. 
wondered what Witwer really thought. 
What was actually going that close- 
cropped skull?” 

First though, in 1982, came Ridley 
Scott’s Blade Runner (based on the 1968 
novella Do Androids Dream of Electric Sheep?) , 
which everybody has seen, a seeping, 
hissing noir, Harrison Ford’s face ag- 
grieved and childish bafflement 
tries work out whether his girlfriend 
a“skinjob,” Rutger Hauer talking about 
attack ships fire off the shoulder 
Orion while synth-notes sadly chime and 
huge TDK sign glows neon behind him 
in the rain. Scott, fresh from Alien, 
knocked this one out the park. But was 
Dick? Hard say. Blade Runner boiling 
with dark New Wave ambiance; Androids, 
like the bulk Dick’s writing, exists 
sort airlock dryness atmosphere, 
near-vacuum which the physical 
world barely registers and the caperings 
Mind are proportionately amplified.

Next was Paul Total Recall 
(1990), a gaudy enlargement on the 1966 
short story “We Can Remember It for You 
Wholesale.” Full of sex (Sharon Stone, a 
sheen of sweat on her collarbone) and 
boisterous profanity (“I’ve got enough 
shit head fuck Cohagen good!” 
“Was that your wife? What a bitch!”), vi- 
brant its cheese, Total Recall had the 
character riposte retort the por- 
tentousness Blade Runner. also had 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, whose massive 
comic density undercut any sense 
Dickian anxiety, even when he was 
thrashing identity crisis and shout- 
ing, “This the best mindfuck yet!” The 
seeped through the film puffed 
hairstyles and jangling bangles, lycra 
and sets redolent early MTV. “Screw 
you!” bellowed Arnie, impaling bad guy 
whirling drill bit. (In earlier in- 
carnation the project, Patrick Swayze 
was the star and Bruce “Driving Miss Daisy” 
Beresford the director: they were build- 
ing sets Australia when that one 
went belly-up.) 

There was also, in 1992, the French- 
made Confessions Barjo (“Unseen 
me,” as Stanley Kauffmann at the New Re- 
public fond putting it), adaptation 
Dick’s novel Confessions Crap 
Then came the trough, the two turkeys: 
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1996's Screamers, in which 
the papal dignity Peter 
Weller’s face was undone 
ill-fitting space hel- 
met, and 2002's Impostor, 
featuring Gary Sinise — 
torso, hairpiece, grimace 
endless flight from 
operatically overacting 
Vincent D’Onofrio. The 
Dickishness in these two 
movies was in their hack 
desperation, their sweaty 
low-rent-itude: the pulp 
writer in Dick would have 
related, one feels, to hard- 
working journeymen like 
Weller and Sinise. The 
year 2002 also saw Spiel- 
berg’s Minority Report, a 
grand, austere variation 
in silver and blue on the 
theme of a modest little 
Dick story from 1953. Tom 
Cruise, that thespian 
steamshovel, went power- 
ing through it, having 
qualified for the Dick- 
world through his sub- 
scription the gnostic 
pulp Scientology. year 
later came Paycheck, and

Richard Linklater’s A Scanner Darkly is 
the most faithfully Dickian all the 
movie adaptations because about 
the the kaleidoscopic fragmenta- 
tion the counterculture the illu- 
sions died and the drugs bit down.

Exiled for writing a semi-pornographic play, he dies a syphilitic alcoholic, his 
face covered with disgusting scars. The Libertine is hardly a great movie; Wilmot's decline is 
overlong, and there are too many subplots and a silly epilogue in which the dead poet asks us 
whether we like him.

Barrington Stage revives The Human Comedy

Galt MacDermot’s 1968 Hair didn’t 

just conjure the freewheeling, mili- 
tant idealism of its era; it came to embody 
it. And in the 1984 musical The Human Com- 
edy, which is based on the novella by 
William Saroyan, MacDermot was still 
letting the sunshine despite the 
plot’s focus boy whose after-school 
job delivering death notifications. This 
time out, MacDermot, collaborating with 
librettist William dips into 
the well all-American innocence, 
adapting Saroyan’s 1943 story (which be- 
came 1943 film starring Mickey Rooney) 
set the small, symbolically named 
town Ithaca, California, where 14-year- 
old Homer Macauley drinks the folksy 
wonder life while dispensing telegrams 
informing folks that their loved ones have 
made the ultimate sacrifice. But that’s 
not the only pall associated with the mu- 
sical; The Human Comedy lasted just days 
Broadway and has rarely been re- 
vived. America once again deals with 
the numbing daily news war casual- 
ties, Barrington Stage Company honcho 
Julianne Boyd sets out remedy that. 
And given fondness for the 
big bright orb, seems fitting that her 
energetic, heartfelt staging (at Berkshire 
Community College Pittsfield through 
July 16) should feature 1970s pop star Deb- 
“You Light Life” Boone. 

Boyd is loaded with savvy, and it would

Summer daze 


Cool pickin’s Newbury Street and the South End

One of the invigorating qualities of summer 
art shows Boston their relative playful- 
ness. Nobody expects to attract the multi- 
tudes and dazzle the critics least not 
the same way those expectations kick for 
fall and spring. relaxation trumps seri- 
ousness, risks almost outnumber sure bets, 
and expansiveness prevails over narrowly 
defined themes. Too bad our summers 
aren't six months long. 

The most challenging this 
highlights turns up at Genovese/Sullivan 
Gallery, where Matt Harle’s casual, enig- 
matic, diffident sculptures remind us once 
again that the question Duchamp raised 
and Warhol explored — What makes art? — 
alive and well and raging the South 
End. Harle has enjoyed a reputation as one 
Gen outstanding no- 
tably for his brightly colored cast rubber 
sculptures, long anacondas and shaped 
like dental molding, that slither across 
gallery walls like architectural details fash- 
ioned from intestines. similar fusion 
the organic and the manufactured de- 
scribes his current body of work, which 
looks like thin, industrial, 3-D versions of 
pressed leaves.

Harle combines care and casualness. The 
rubber moldings had the authority tem- 
ple friezes that could be washed away with 
a garden hose; his pressed-leaf sculptures 
look painstakingly exact and also like the 
work of an eight-year-old. Between two 
sheets of identically sized translucent white 
plastic — some shaped like triangles, others 
less geometrically precise crude fans 
wood and colored plastic resemble the veins 
of desiccated flora. There’s balance and bi- 
lateral symmetry; there’s also randomness 
and mischief. The sculptures are typically 
held together by a small length of industrial 
wire; one’s clipped shut green plastic 
clothespin. And the circumference of each 
sculpture is slightly open, as if it were a dy- 
ing bivalve; you can peek into its interior. 
Fragile buildings suggestive hands loose- 
ly clasped in prayer, Harle’s pieces are both 
maquettes and fully finished, the mature 
work spirit dedicated process 
as much as product. 

the other end the spectrum (but on- 
ly a few feet away) is the compelling group 
show of mostly black-and-white photo- 
graphs of trees by 28 established and emerg- 
ing artists at Gallery Kayafas. Close-ups and 
aerial views, leafy and leafless, festooned 
with human ornaments or smothered in 
magma, “Trees” is so rich in approaches, 
perspectives, moods, and sensibilities that a 
single visit will hardly allow you to see the 
forest. Plan three. There are signature 
pieces by well-known artists: a brooding 
Harry Callahan image three fledgling cy- 
presses cornered in a courtyard like prison- 
ers about to be shot; Aaron Siskind’s Corfu, 
1971, which depicts the gnarled bark tree 
whose declivities conjure a haunting mask. 
Then there are the lesser-knowns. Frank 
Gohlke’s Aerial View of Cypress and Hardwood will 
make you double take: looks like 
close-up the feathers the back 
bird, wavy carpet densely packed peaks 
you feel you could stroke. Feathery dif- 
ferent way Boston-based photographer 
David MiddleTree, which rises 
multi-armed like Vishnu from snow-cov- 
ered ground against background half 
luminous fog, deliberate as a shrine, 
ephemeral candle. 

Akiba’s ectomorphic trees belong 
the zther, Peter Kayafas’s are squat meso- 
morphs with the bodies peasants. Missis- 
sippi, 1993 depicts the cut-off trunk of a tree 
laden with working equipment hoops 
and tools, pulleys and barrels and 
sprouts a disheveled coif of leaves, like the 
hair of a woman too burdened to care. The 
solitary figure the wide triangular tree 
bush Romania appears silhou- 
etted against the uneven white stucco the 
nearby wall house. single crude win-

dow chiseled into 
the cement echoes 
in its blackness the 
darkness of the 
bush, connecting 
the interior the 
home with the 
manicured plant, as 
the humble 
dwelling. 

Judy Haberl’s Vase 
#2 takes the most 
radical and humor- 
ous look at a tree, in 
this case a twisting 
length called Harry 
Lauder’s walking 
stick. The tree itself 
resembles an amber 
cat-o’-nine-tails, 
with numerous 
droopy catkins that 
the artist has frozen 
into a form resem 
bling a quart-sized 
milk bottle. There 
is, however, no exte- 
rior vessel, only 
milky ice in which 
we see the phallic, 
frigid forms of the 
Part freezer- 
case find and part 
tundra excavation, 
Vase #2 evokes an 
imaginary world 
which science plays slapstick. 

Imagine a meeting between Hieronymus 
Bosch and Henri Rousseau, or for that mat- 
ter Keith Haring and Roger Tory Peterson, 
and got idea Morgan Bulkeley’s 
new paintings at Howard Yezerski Gallery. 
Genital-less, nipple-less, and ear-less, mul- 
titudes cartoon characters populate 
Bulkeley’s typically frames, and 
they’re embattled, either with their own 
bodies stabbed the back 
into Gumbyesque shapes — or someone 
else’s. the same time, oversized 
kingfishers, woodpeckers, spoonbills, and 
flickers, rendered with ornithological exac- 
titude, preen and soar and hunt for food. At 
the human level, it’s mayhem; at the ani- 
mal level, it’s business as usual except that 
the landscape’s unreal. The mood, inten- 
sified the aquamarine hills and detritus- 
filled blue skies, is uncomfortable, a planet 
run amok. Bulkeley explores the multiple 
meanings of illustration: his humanoids il- 
lustrate upheaval, his birds illustrate na- 
ture, his unicorns and angels illustrate 
ideas, and his recurrent Campbell’s soup 
cans illustrate the role art the world

occasional, attractive litter. The Yezerski is 
also showing the colorful, playful, elegant 
wood constructions of James Tellin, a wel- 
come respite from Bulkeley’s anxious orgy. 

The artists Barbara Krakow Gallery 
represent another juxtaposition famil- 
iar luminaries (Chuck Close, Kara Walker) 
with lesser-knowns. Shellburne Thurber 
takes large color photographs 
the interiors abandoned homes. These 
are not disaster photos Thurber’s inter- 
est lies the attractiveness and allure 
decay. Although the mattress discolored 
and exposed and the plaster the wall be- 
hind peels from its lathing her 1998 
Chesson House: Abandoned Bed with Dark 
Window, the bed appears almost made up, 
some orderly ghost had arranged the 
blanket. The effect tender without be- 
ing sentimental: the decrepitude too 
stark, the details of vanished habitation 
too clear not to conjure loss and remorse. 
Noteworthy too are the muscular, abstract 
sculptures Terry Albright, the meticu- 
lous grid paintings Bill Thompson, and 
the energetic, abstract lithographs 
Terry Winters.

clan and the brothers Bulger. That 
William grew up to be a statehouse king- 
maker while Whitey became a notorious 
(and still at-large) mobster seems the 
stuff airport bookstall fiction. For 
Brotherhood, imagine the Bulgers moved 
50 miles south — and 4o years younger. 
Nominal “good son” Tommy Caffee 
rising state representative looking after 
blue-collar neighborhood referred 
“The Hill.” (The script is cagy about ex- 
actly which hill; every ethnic group 
seems to occupy its own high ground.) Ja- 
son Clarke has the perfect face for an am- 
bitious pol: the righteous fire his eyes, 
the little lying mouth.

T.C. Boyle America’s identity crisis

What’s in a name? For the identity thief, 
a fortune; for the victim, a world of woe. 
At the start of T.C Boyle’s new novel, 
Dana frets about getting den- 
tal appointment time. She runs stop 
sign, and all that worry dissipates as 
she’s arrested for multiple crimes rang- 
ing from assault with deadly weapon 
to bounced checks. She spends the week- 
end wearing an orange jump suit ina 
fetid cell, accosted by winos, hookers, 
and crazy people. But who’s crazier than 
the people who’ve put her away? When 
she arrives in court days later, the truth 
that should have been obvious to all the 
stereotypically indifferent and incompe- 
tent officials she’s encountered comes 
out: Dana’s identity has been stolen. 

What can be more fundamentally 
American than anxiety about one’s iden- 
tity? literature, the theme goes back 
at least to Edgar Allan Poe. No accident, 
then, that Boyle names his villain 
William Wilson, after the wastrel Poe 
character hounded death his dop- 
pelganger. But also makes Dana deaf, 
investing her Miranda “right remain 
silent” with keen irony. 
Not only has she lost her 
identity, she can barely 
speak. Her voice wavers 
and quails under stress, 
and when she signs, 
she’s the mercy in- 
terpreters. life silent 
desperation? Hardly. Her 
isolation only intensifies 
her anger and determina- 
tion, as Boyle writes ina 
prolix description 
wordlessness: “She heard 
nothing. She lived ina 
world apart, her own 
world, a better world, 
and silence was her 
refuge and her hard im- 
mutable shell and she 
spoke to herself from 
deep the unyielding 
couldn’t touch. one 
could.” 

Dana engages in the 
blame game, directing 
her fury first the ar- 
resting police officer, 
then the inept court- 
appointed translator, 
then the judge. Her 


wimpy boyfriend, the aptly named Bridger, 
is next in line, until Dana realizes she 
should focusing the thief. He’s for- 
midable opponent, the most charismatic 
creep Boyle has created in some time, and 
threatens become most ap- 
pealing character. lower-class loser with 
dreams of material success, a crass bastard 
with a flair for finer things and a passion 
for cooking, Wilson is a self-made man 
and then some. He’s mastered the art 
inhabiting and discarding the identities 
strangers. As Dana, he’s enjoyed showing 
off her PhD much has maxing out 
the credit cards he’s taken out in her name. 
And his rage, sense of victimization, and 
illusions of entitlement mirror Dana’s own. 
So the chase is on, with successive 
chapters alternating points of view from 
Dana and Wilson and, somewhat irrele- 
vantly, Bridger. Meandering from California 
to upstate New York, the narrative serves up 
fast food, coincidences, surreal confronta- 
tions, and Boyle’s arch detailing high- 
way Americana. shapes his paranoia 
jour into exciting amateur-detective 
story. What’s missing the profound 
payoff. Boyle’s resolution the basic 
questions about the American experience

That’s where the black market comes in, 
which functions two ways. One 
through “straw pur- 
chasers,” who buy guns 
legally behalf those 
who cannot, often 
other states with more 
lenient laws. The other 
through theft. More 
than half million 
firearms are stolen every 
year the US. fact, 
some in local law en- 
forcement tell the Phoenix 
that handguns have be- 
come the most desirable 
item for burglars, be- 
cause they are small, 
valuable, and easily 
sold. 

In Boston, these guns 
are often filtered the 
streets through “bro- 
kers” who have graduat- 
from gang life, ac- 
cording recent court 
filings federal Bureau 
of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ABF) agents. 
These brokers many 
whom live in the sub- 
urbs — buy guns from 
straw purchasers and 
thieves, and sell them to 
gangbangers who take 
them back to the streets, to use or resell. 

Many believe that if public policy could 
significantly reduce straw purchasing and 
gun thievery, it would raise the black-market 
price of guns, thus reducing their presence 
the street. However, gun manufacturers 
and the National Rifle Association’s friends 
in the Bush administration, Congress, and 
state governments, have worked hard in re- 
cent years keep the pipelines the black 
market open. Theft-deterrent gun locks 
and “safe storage” laws that reduce theft 
are not widespread; federal prosecutors, in- 
cluding Boston’s Michael Sullivan, rarely 
prosecute for firearm theft; and inspection 
licensed gun dealers suspected selling 
prohibited has virtually ceased.

use a “Mayors’ Summit on Illegal Guns” 
formulate and lobby for nationwide 
policy changes well intentioned. But 
its effects won’t be felt for many months, 
if not years. 


THREATS UNHEEDED 

If the supply can’t be stopped, what can 
done about demand? Philip Cook, co- 
author the “Aiming for Evidence-Based 
Gun Policy” study, believes that criminals 
and gang members ultimately make ra- 
tional choices about carrying guns. 
costs and liabilities were to rise, fewer 
would carry them, he says. 

So one way to curtail demand is to 
intensify the downsides illegal gun- 
ownership, in any number of ways. But 
attempts to increase liability — more ar- 
rests for gun possession, for instance — 
have failed change behavior. That’s be- 
cause they fail to address the actual 
choices and motivations of two distinct 
groups of people carrying guns in 
Boston’s crime-riddled neighborhoods. 

One group carries them hurt and in- 
timidate people. their way thinking, 
they are making rational choice: not on- 
handgun than with knife other 
weapon, but it also makes it much less 
likely that get caught.

you live Boston’s 
troubled areas, you are 
never far from where 
someone has been re- 
cently shot and thus, 
from someone who 
shoots people. And 
you're at risk of incur- 
ring their wrath, 
especially if you are 
involved drugs, 
gangs, theft, or 
general mischief. 

Both groups, then, 
have determined that 
the value carrying 
gun outweighs the risk 
spending six months 
jail for weapons pos- 
session. 

There is yet another 
way to reduce demand, 
however.

Of more than 800 
non-fatal shootings during that time, the 
percentage remains the low 
single digits. 

One way break the cycle and con- 
vince people give their guns, 
to unilaterally disarm the truly violent 
criminals locking them away, not 
merely for possession but for shooting. Yet 
there has been sign improvement 
this regard. Not surprisingly, then, the 
level gun violence continues rise.

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HOT POTS “Asian fondue” impresses Kaze. 


Kaze Boston’s most elaborate presenta- 
tion yet the Mongolian hot pot, 
“shabu-shabu” in Japanese. This is a sort of 
Asian fondue which you cook slices 
many foods pot simmering broth. 
It’s fun and it’s cheap business plan (no 
cooks, just slicers), but I’ve always found it 
rather bland. Kaze has solved the bland- 
ness problem with variety pan-Asian 
broths, some seasoning options the 
table, some technical improvements to the 
cooker, some novel foods to slice, and plen- 
interesting appetizers. But careful: 
it’s lot food and the broth often doesn’t 
get really good until the end, when you’re 
already full. 

Still, it’s hard to pass on fried anchovies 
($6.50), not the salty-canned kind but 
fresh little fish mild-flavored that it’s 
like eating pure tempura fingers that is, 
it’s pure pleasure. Stir-fried baby clams 
($5.75) are eight neatly arranged ma- 
hogany clams; they taste fresh, even if 
they do come from across the Pacific, and 
are served sauce with some hot pep- 
per. you like clams black-bean sauce, 
you'll love these. Yasai gyoza ($5.75) are 
Japan-ified potstickers: fried Peking ravioli 
with thinner skins and lighter filling 
chicken and pork. Seaweed salad ($5.75) is 
like most around town, but larger, 
plumped with complementary shred- 
ded cucumber, and featuring some red 
wispy stuff among the various jade-jewel 
tones the shredded seaweed, all the 
usual soy-sesame sauce. 

Now it’s decision time, and you have 
several choices. First all, because Kaze 
has pioneered the use split cooking ves- 
sels, each diner gets pick broth. The de- 
faults are chicken and vegetarian, but for 


another you can get something spicy, 
something with the flavors of Thailand (tom 
yam), Korea (kimchee), Malaysia, and vari- 
ous parts China. tried the Malaysian 
satay broth and the Szechuan spicy broth, 
which added useful tang the meats and 
vegetables. Tomato-beef broth just 
better soup the end. And cilantro and pre- 
served egg added some herbal tang the 
fun morsels gelatinous “whites,” which 
preserved duck eggs are black and don’t 
cook solid. You can adjust these broths with 
some tabletop mix-ins: Malaysian-style 
barbecue sauce (quite good), chopped bird 
chilies (be careful), garlic, and scallions. 

Then you have pick your noodles 
from list that includes udon (the fat 
Japanese rice spaghetti), mung bean (cello- 
phane noodles), spinach, vermicelli (rice 
noodles again), and Japanese potato noodles 
(fairly brittle white fettuccine). Finally, you 
have to order an entrée (including noodles 
and assorted vegetables), or assemble one 
out side orders. 

Since there are plenty vegetables and 
noodles, well other people the 
table, you might want to try ostrich ($15), 
or oden ($15), an assortment of Japanese 
fish balls.

The “Vegetarian Delight” ($12) about 
doubles the standard vegetable 
adding slices of king oyster mushrooms 
and various kinds of fresh, fried, and 
skinned tofu. Basic meats such as lamb 
($12) and pork ($12) come in beautiful thin 
slices. Lamb may seem odd in an Asian 
restaurant, but it was probably customary 
for original Mongolian hot pots. 

There is a wine list, although it’s proba

he first time I met Eli Pariser, I

power-liberal to call Southern Maine 
home. Pariser, the lanky 25-year-old wun- 
derkind who runs Moveon.org — arguably 
the most influential progressive political- 
action group the country didn’t get 
very far after the event ended and the 
crowd rushed him. | found him backed in- 
to a corner, his arms crossed over his 
chest, straining listen septuagenar- 
ian from the audience who rambled over 
the din of the crowd about youth and why 
they aren’t involved and whether we can 
get them involved. 

“So what do you think?” the man said. 

“I don’t know,” Pariser replied. He 
smiled awkwardly. 

“Well, that’s what you guys do, isn’t it? 
Move on?”

Established in 1998 by a tech-centered 
couple from Berkeley, California, (self- 
described “accidental activists” who still 
sit on the board), MoveOn initially 
launched small, bipartisan petitioning 
campaign against the Republican-led 
movement impeach Bill Clinton. Not 
surprisingly, given the growing electoral 
power of the right in the late ’9o0s, it 
quickly morphed into grassroots PAC and 
nonprofit focused electing progressive 
candidates public office. MoveOn has 
since raised (and spent) millions for adver- 
tisements, campaign contributions, and 
online polling. During the buildup the 
Iraq war, MoveOn moved into the national 
consciousness with its first big campaign 
peace effort that included online 
petitions, anti-war television ads, and 
thousands house parties across the 
country. Its membership spiked from a 
pre-war total of about 600,000 to a March 
2003 total of 1.4 million, though this 
year some anti-war activists have lament- 
ed MoveOn’s shift in focus from the war 
issues such “net neutrality” and do- 
mestic spying. 

membership now stands 
more than 3.3 million, though the organiza- 
tion remains anchored the virtual world: 
it is run by 15 staff who communicate via 
the Web from offices around the country. 
According Phil Noble, the founder 
PoliticsOnline, an international consulting 
company in South Carolina that specializes 
the use the Internet politics and 
public policy, MoveOn is “still the biggest 
kid on the block” when it comes to online pro- 
gressive political organizing. Despite compe- 
tition from advocacy sites like TruthOut.org 
and WorkingForChange.com, Noble calls 
“one the strongest and boldest.” 

A native of Lincolnville, Maine, Eli 
Pariser moved back his home state from 
Brooklyn May. graduate Simon’s 
Rock College of Bard, in Great Barrington, 
Massachusetts, at the precocious age of 19, 
joined the MoveOn staff 2001, after 
his online petition for “moderation and re- 
straint” post-September foreign poli- 
cy attracted more than 500,000 signatures 
and the attention MoveOn’s founders. 
Pariser became the executive director 
MoveOn in November 2004. The Phoenix 
talked with him earlier this month, over 
the phone and Breaking New Crounds 
Café, Portland.
